Yo u aren’t necessarily wishing q m an happi­ 
ness when yo u wish him a lo ng life, these days. 
Acco rding to Dr. Francis M. Po ttenger o f Mo n­ 
ro via, Calin, who retired no t lo ng ago as presi­ 
dent o f the American Co llege o f Physicians, lo ng 
life is actually pro ving a curse instead o f a bless­ 
ing irk many cases. 
Medical science, he po inted o ut, pro lo ngs a 
m an’s life — and then the man disco vers that he 
can no lo nger get a jo b, because o f his age. He 
has an ex tra allo tm ent o f time and no thing to 
do with it. Even in tim es o f pro sperity, the ten ­ 
dency is mo re and mo re to dispense with the 
aging wo rker. The o ld man, all to o o ften, must 
find so meo ne to suppo rt him, o r starve. 
Here we have ano ther o f tho se develo pments 
which sho w the disastro us way in which o ur so ­ 
ciety has used the advantages which science has 


given it.

Science has sho wn us ho w to pro duce eno ug 
1 
o f everything fo r everybo dy, and the chief re­ 
sult seems to be that 1 2 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 men are living 
o n charity. It has enabled us to live lo nger lives, 
and the aged are unable to suppo rt themselves. 
It has given us th e'auto mo bile, and we use it to 
kill 30,000 peo ple a year and to drive o ur rail­ 
ro ads to the verge o f bankruptcy.
